This  issue  of  'Along  the  Garden 
Path”  should  reach  you  just  before  or 
during  the  peony  blooming  season.  And 
it  is  now,  while  peonies  are  in  their  full 
glory  of  bloom,  that  you  should  make 
your  selection  of  the  peonies  you  want 
to  plant. 

If  you  can  not  possibly  visit  Auglaize 
Gardens,  go  to  some  Peony  Garden  near 
you  where  the  various  peony  varieties  are 
carefully  marked  for  identification.  Here 
you  will  see  certain  peonies  that  will  ap¬ 
peal  to  you  more  than  others  and  you  can 
make  a  list  of  the  types  you  prefer. 

Whether  you  purchase  your  peonies 
from  Auglaize  Gardens,  or  others,  be  sure 
your  peony  divisions  are  disease  free,  that 
they  are  cut  from  plants  not  more  than 
three  years  old  and  that  the  divisions 
contain  from  3  to  5  MAJOR  EYES  with 
sufficiently  generous  roots  to  support  their 
active  growth. 

It  is  false  economy  to  purchase  small 
divisions  with  small  straggly  roots  that 
will  take  years  to  establish  themselves 
after  planting.  Take  this  friendly  advice 
from  one  who  knows — that  it  is  far  bet¬ 
ter  to  purchase  one  or  two  good,  strong, 
healthy  5-eye  divisions  than  to  purchase 
a  dozen  smaller  poorly  rooted,  none  too 
healthy  divisions  for  the  same  money. 

You’ll  be  better  satisfied  every  time  to 
purchase  divisions  such  as  the  Exhibition 
quality  5-eye  divisions  offered  by  Au¬ 
glaize  Gardens.  These  strong,  generous, 
healthy  roots  easily  withstand  the  shock 


of  transplanting  and  grow  to  maturity 
from  a  year  to  two  years  sooner  than  the 
smaller  roots. 

If  you  find  it  impossible  to  visit  Au¬ 
glaize  Gardens,  or  a  Peony  Garden  near 
you,  we  shall  be  glad  to  assist  you  in 
making  your  selection  —  choosing  those 
peonies  that  will  best  meet  your  own  in¬ 
dividual  requirements. 

In  selecting  peonies,  we  practically  al¬ 
ways  suggest  a  combination  of  early,  mid¬ 
season  and  late  blooming  varieties.  There 
are  many  very  beautiful  peonies  to  be  had 
in  each  of  the  three  blooming  periods  and 
when  plantings  are  made  to  cover  all 
three  periods,  you  are,  of  course,  assured 
of  the  maximum  peony  blooming  season. 

We  are  departing  from  our  usual  prac¬ 
tice  in  that  this  issue  of  our  bulletin  is 
devoted  almost  exclusively  to  prices.  So 
please  keep  this  issue  for  further  reference 
at  the  time  you  place  your  order.  Other 
issues  of  "Along  the  Garden  Path’’  will 
be  mailed  to  you  during  the  summer  and 
fall,  but  make  your  peony  selections  NOW, 
while  peonies  are  in  the  very  midst  of 
their  gorgeous  beauty.

We  quote  prices  on  two  sizes  of  roots,  two-year  roots  which  are  strong  field  grown 
roots,  all  of  which  have  bloomed  for  us  and  which  will  have  several  crowns  and  produce 
a  number  of  flower  stalks  the  first  year  after  planting — and  one-year  roots  which  are 
smaller,  but  will  bloom  the  first  year  after  planting.  We  do  not  supply  pot  rooted  cuttings.

Cavalier  (Neeley) — Cerise,  somewhat  similar  in  color  and  form  to  Wurtembergia, 
but  a  larger  flower  and  lasts  longer.  The  flower  is  wonderfully  formed  of  re¬ 
markable  substance,  is  carried  on  a  long  stiff  stem.  An  outstanding  poppy  in

Echo  (Neeley) — This  poppy  is  quite  different  from  other  pink  poppies  and  is  very 

attractive.  The  color  is  a  light  silvery  pink  with  a  light  maroon  blotch .  20.00 


Enchantress  (Neeley) — The  color  of  this  wonderful  poppy  is  a  soft  lilac  rose  and  by 
some  observers  might  be  termed  lavender.  Enchantress  is  a  seedling  of  Master¬ 
piece.  It  is  as  distinctive  in  color  as  its  parent,  but  always  opens  perfectly,  does 
not  fade  as  quickly  and  is  just  a  little  deeper  in  color.  It  has  none  of  the  faults 
of  Masterpiece  and  all  of  its  good  qualities.  Enchantress  is  a  distinct  improve¬ 
ment  in  poppies  of  this  type  and  will  prove  extremely  popular .

The  poppy  makes  a 
leaf  growth  in  the  fall  and  should  become  some¬ 
what  established  before  winter. 

Prices  quoted  are  net  per  plant ;  six 
plants  of  a  single  variety  at  five  times  the  price 
of  one  ;  10%  discount  on  orders  of  $25.00  and 
over.  Prices  include  packing  charges.  This  cata¬ 
log  supersedes  all  previous  price  lists  and  quo¬ 
tations.
